T he I.fne a* U n v a ry in g aa th e P o in t- 
ln g o f the P ole N eedle. 
The zero of absolu te tem p eratu re has 
long been indicated as a my steriou s and 
Im p ortant p oint in two way s. The first 
is the contraction of gases, which in all 
known gases op erates u niformly as the 
tem p eratu re is lowered. 
As long as 
they retain die gaseou s state gases 
¿brink in v olu me so u niformly with 
each added degree of cold that an ex 
act, u nv ary ing line of diminishing v ol 
u me is established. This line is as u n­ 
v ary ing as the p ointing of the needle to 
the north p ole. It cannot be ex p lained 
any more than the action of the needle 
can be ex p lained. 
As ev ery gas Is 
cooled, howev er, degree by degree it 
p oints u nerringly by the law of dim in­ 
ishing p rop ortions to a p oint at which 
its v olu me wou ld be nothing. If the 
shrinkage continu ed, since the p rop or­ 
tion of loss of v olu me nev er v aries, the 
gas wou ld shrink to nothingness. It 
cou ld not do so, of cou rse, and all 
gases sooner or later fall ou t of the line 
by becoming liqu id, when the law 
ceases to op erate, and the p rop ortion of 
contraction in v olu me ceases to be the 
same. As long as they remain gases, 
howev er—and the law is p recisely the 
sam e In all gases—they mechanically 
p oint their figu rativ e fingers in one di­ 
rection, and all these figu rativ e fingers 
indicate a p oint which Is 461 degrees 
below the zero of the Fahrenheit ther* 
mometer.

nighted .westerner! 
In those days of 
my youth, with a temper not always

heralded with flaming posters, the 
glories of a coming curcus the peo­ 
ple all, b oth great and small, looked 
forward with pleasure to the royal 
holiday. 
The grand entry into town

gilt and tinsil in ab undance, cages of 
wild animals, the latter feature mak­ 
ing it possib le for the tender con­ 
science of over-pious parents to b e 
seen at the circus, b ecause it was 
such an education (?) to the chil­ 
dren! 
An instrument, supposed to

Hazelwood 
with friends, and contrasting the last 
visit there thirty-five years b efore, 
when 1 tripped the light fantastic toe. 
gave me a slight pang of regret that 
I can no longer dance except in my 
heart, b ut the pang was short-lived. 
Although the governor’s house was 
gone, the scene of many merry-mak­ 
ings, nature was just as lovely and 
attractive as ever, and the songs of 
the Whip-poor?will are sCDl giving 
me b eautiful echoes of that lovely 
summer evening, where the sun set 
in special and long-lived glory, it 
seemed for me, who so much of the 
time can catch his b eams only in 
spots, on 
account of 
intervening 
b rick and mortar. 
The view of the Potomac river at 
Mt. Vernon reminded me much of 
Hazelwood, the b eautiful. 
No more 
witching scenery 
can ne found, I 
think, than Rock River affords. 
1 am glad to feel that I shall at 
last “lie down to pleasant dreams” 
on the b anksof that b eautiful stream.

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In talking of his lecture on Artemus 
W ard Mark Twain told of his trouble 
in finding a fitting climax to his fa­ 
mous story of W ard’s encounter with 
a "railroad bore”—a sp ecies th at he 
p articularly detested—who took the seat 
beside him in a car on a journey to 
W ashington shortly after the close of 
the war, says W. H. Merrill in H ar­ 
p er’s Weekly. 
Artemus was engaged 
in rending and in.no mood for conver­ 
sation. 
B ut the bore was not to be 
balked. 
"Say,” he observed to his vic­ 
tim, "d’ye t!iInk G rant’ll get the nomi­ 
nation for p resident?” Artem us looked 
up from bis book, according to Twain, 
gazed curiously at the stranger and 
said: "G rant? Grant? Who Is G rantY * 
Paralyzed for a moment, the inquisi­ 
tor exclaimed, "Ye don’t mean to say 
ye never heard of General U. S. Grant?” 
“Never heard of him,” solemnly an­ 
swered Artemus. This confession dazed 
his sentm ate for a few minutes, but he 
returned to the charge with the insiuu- 
ating suggestion, “They say old Gree­ 
ley is agin him.” 
Again the serious 
eyes were lifted from the book. “Gree­ 
ley,” he asked—“old Greeley? 
I never 
heard of him either. It ap p ears to me, 
sir, that you know more strangers than 
any man I ever met!” 
This was in­ 
deed a “sockdolager.” 
It took the in­ 
terlocutor fully ten minutes to recover 
from his surp rise. Meanwhile Artemus 
was deep in his book. Finally the talk­ 
ative one could endure it no longer, 
and he broke out with, "Say, you 
darned fool, did you ever hear of Ad­ 
am?” 
“Adam? 
Adam?” rep lied Artemus

W ashington, Feb. 15.—In the sen­ 
ate committee on interstate commerce 
the line between the faction which ad­
